Amazingly the Club gained 
promotion to the Supreme Division as the facilities at the Resource Centre became available for 
season 2002/03 which we celebrated in style by winning the Central Midlands League Cup. 


We won the League Cup again in 2004/2005 and the following season 2005/2006 we achieved two of 
our main aims with the first eam promoted to the Northem Counties East League and the reserve 
team promoted to the Premier Division of the County Senior League. We have achieved these aims 
three years earlier than planned which has left the club with plenty of things to do off the pitch to bring 
it up to standard for the next level. 


7.29pm on Tuesday 17th August 2007 will be significant in Dinnington Town's history. Not only was 
it the start of the clubs centenary year but their first encounter in the FA Cup. Even more apt the club 
were playing their closest rivals Maltby Main, and the game was chosen by the FA to kick the 
competition off, hence the 7.29pm kick off time. 


Town didn't start the game off as they would have liked, going a goal behind on 31 minutes ahi 
being on top. They came out in the second half determined and with goals by Kieran Coy 
Ant Lynam, won the game. That was the start of a great FA Cup run, beating Rossendale United, 


Sibel Town after a replay and Cheadle Town, but alas finally beaten by high fiyers Bradford Park 
venue.
